Phillppopolis, July 29 —After an oxs
citing trinl  which begnn July 21, Captnin
Boltehieff, ex-alde de cnmp of Prines Fer-
dinand of Bulgarin, nod the Prefect of Po.
llee, M. Novelles, were found guilty of
murder in the first degree, and Walillielr,
